The King’s English 


Although the King’s voice has been 
heard over the radio before as Prince of 
Wales, I think people must have listened 
to his Sunday broadcast more attentively 
than to his previous ones. As King he 
will now probably set a fashion in 
pronunciation. I noticed on Sunday that, 
while His Majesty said ' Prince of 
Wales” like a Londoner, he said 
‘science ™ like a Dublin man. In refer- 
ring to the last broadéast of King George 
two months ago, Edward VIII. spoke like 
a native of Surrey.. In pronouncing the 
word ‘‘ written ” the. King seemed most 
emphatic about bringing out the sound of 
the double “t.” Then there was his 
‘inspiration,’ which sounded like “ in- 
spuration,” while in “' adversity’ His 
Majesty quite definitely accented the first 
syllable—a most difficult feat of pronuncia- 
tion. 


Women Royal Academicians 


The erroneous statement is frequently 
heard that Angelica Kauffmann, the 
eighteenth century artist, was the only 
woman R.A. until the recent election of 
Dame Laura Knight. Actually, Angelica 
Kauffmann shared the honour with her 
contemporary, Mary Moser, who was also 
one of the original foundation members 
of the Academy. Mary Moser, whose 
reputation has not survived like that of 
her friend and fellow-artist, was much 
appreciated im her day as a flower painter. 
she was the daughter of George Moser, 
the famous enameller and the drawing 
master of George IIT., and, like Angelica 
Kauffmann, she was of Swiss descent. The 
election of these two women artists was 
greatly opposed by the more conservative 
section, and thus a peculiar inoident arose 
when Zoffany was commissioned to paint 
a group of the assembled founders, entitled 
“Life School of the Royal Academy.” It 
was not considered seemly that the two 
ladies should be included, but Zoffany was 
permitted to paint their portraits as 
pictures hanging on the wall behind the 
croup. Thus, honour and propriety were 
satisfied. What the two artists thought of 
the matter is not known, but Angelica 
Kauffmann may have considered the very 
unflattering portrayal an insult added to 
injury. Fortunately, Sir Joshua Reynolds 
has left us a better tribute to her charms, 


Angelica Kauffmann in Dublin 


Angelica Kauffmann was a young artist 
who enjoyed ‘‘the privilege of being the 
race ” in Georgian London, and under 
Royal patronage became a fashionable 
portrait painter. She spent six months in 
Dublin at the height of her fame and 
painted a number of portraits of the 
wealthy aristocracy, also decorating their

Mr. G. Proud (French Society) contended 
that it was. not through the theatre that 
peoples became cultured. It was from Creek 
philosophy and Roman order and discipline 
that culture had been derived, and he 
asserted that the French Society had more 
enriched the culture of the Irish people than 
had the Irish theatre.

Northern Ireland’s feature programme, 
“ City Centre,’’ consists of a microphone 
tour of Belfast, picking up characteristic 
sounds of that city’s life and leisure. Pass- 
ing through the main streets, listeners 
will, on the way, be taken to a music hall, 
a dance hall, an organ recital, and a 
concert, getting a fleeting glimpse of each 
before they are brought back again to 
city centre. 

Lovers of organ music will have a rare 
opportunity of hearing Sir Ivor Atkins 
playing on the organ of Worcester 
Cathedral to-night in the Midland pro- 
gramme. The opportunity occurs in the 


series, ‘‘ Midland Organs and Organists,”’ 
in which, as those Who are following the 
series are aware, the instruments are first 
described and then demonstrated. Sir 
Ivor Atkins is organist and choirmaster of 


Worcester Cathedral, being appointed to 
the posf in 1897, an appointment of greater 
importance than many, in that it carries 
with it the duty of conducting the Three 
Choirs’ Festival. 

The B.B.C. Symphony Concert on the 
present occasion is devoted to two works 
of Berlioz, the eminent French composer— 
the Grande Messe des Mortes and the 
Symphonic Funébre et Triomphale. For 
those well equipped for listening, either 
by means of ‘preparation or by knowledge 
of the works, this performance should be 
an interesting one. Sir Hamilton Harty 
will conduct, and Parry Jones, the famous 
Welsh tenor, will act as soloist. The 
following groups of musicians will share 
the full burden of the programme: The 
B.B.C. Choral Society (chorus-master, 


‘Leslie Woodgate), the B.B.C. Military 


Band, and the B.B.C. Symphony Orchestra 
(led by Arthur Catterall). The concert 
will come in a relay from Queen’s Hall, 
London, 

The Bournemouth Municipal Orchestra, 
for this week’s afternoon concert for broad- 
casting, has one of its outstanding pro- 
grammes. Richard Austin, permanent 
successor to Sir Dan Godfrey, who made 
the orchestra’s name in the first place, will 
conduct, and Raya Garbousova, a young 
Russian musician, who has established a 
high reputation for herself as ’cellist, will 

lay the solo part in the performance of 
Dvordk’s ’Cello Concerto in B minor in the 
course of the programme. 

For those who only wish to sit back and 
be entertained, putting relaxation before 
concentration as the real joy of listening, 
there are several items that will fit the 
case. ‘‘ The Rocky “Mountaineers,’’ who 
last time they were on the air received 
“an invitation to visit the city,” will be 
heard in “ A Visit to the City ” at 8 in 
the National programme. At 7 (Regional) 
Stanelli will give another of his very in- 
formal and wholly enjoyable Bachelor 
Parties, with Norman Long, of course, as 
permanent guest. Fred Hartley ‘and his 
Novelty Quintet follow immediately, with 
one of their programmes of popular 
melodies. in: which Brian Lawrence will 
sing, and to complete a very good list from 
which to choose a Variety Show will be 
relayed from the Grand Theatre, Don- 
caster, by North Regional at 9.18.

FRONTIER OF THE NEW 


PAGANISM 


NATIONALISM AND 
COMMUNISM 


“The Frontier of the New Paganism,” the 


first of a series of three lectures, entitled: 
' Towards a Christian Revolution,’ was given 


by Dr. Basil Matthews, M.A. (Oxon.), before 


students in the Graduates’ Memorial Build- 
ing, Trinity College, Dublin, yesterday. 

Dr. Matthews is a noted authority on inter- 
racial problems, and Professor of World Re- 
lations in the University of Boston (Mass.). 

The. lecturer said that a negro pastor in 


America wae fond of using the phrase 
‘status guo, and when asked by his Dean 
what he meant he replied: '' That am the 


mess we am now in.” That, said Dr. 
Matthews, was the picture of the world situa. 
aon to-day. 


What had created that world chaos, he 
asked: Stupendous new forces of which the 


greatest were Communism and Nationalism. 


They saw Nationalism in Germany, Italy, 
Turkey and Japan setting itself up as God. 


Nationalism was, therefore, a new paganism. 
Communism, in his mind, the lecturer con- 


tinued, had much in it that had sprung from 
the Hebrew prophets, and even from the 
Sermon. on the Mount through the mind of 
that son of Christian-Jewish parents. Karl 


Marx. Marx had a great pity for the op- 


pressed, but he based Communism on the 
absolute lie that economic materialist forces 
were absolute—in a word, that thev were 
God. So Commnnism, from that side, was 


the new paganism. 

Mechanistic industralism, he continued, 
had replaced the minaret of the mosque by 
the factory chimney and the cinema. The 
greatest tobacco company in the world sent 
motor cinema wagons around the villages of 


India giving the villagers moving pictures 


of people enjoying smoking, and then distri- 


buted cigarettes and matches to create the 
That, he said, really was a 
missionary enterprise of modern commerce, 


smoking- hahit. 


and was pagan when it made man its tool. 


The colleges and universities of Japan had 


their Communistic cells; there were many 
millions in China under “ Red’’ rulers, and 


Communism in Moscow had the most power- 


ful broadcasting station in the world, English 
broadcasts from which could be heard by 
every university in India.

When the toast “ Mire” had been honoured, 

Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C., T.D., proposing 
the toast of “The Assovmtion,”’ referred to 
the ambition of the Association, and recalled 
the efforts to secure its recognition by 
the Farhament of the country. He under- 
stood that there was every hope that the 
immediate objects of the Association would be 
Their object 
was to place the profession not merely on 
the basis of a glorified trade union, not on 
the basis of an association to fleece the public, 
but to help to protect the public, and to 
statutory recognition for their 
Association, and ensure a system of registra- 
tion providing that no one who was uot 
qualified should be permitted to enter the 
profession. The greatest protection the public 
could have against exploitation and graft was 
competence and professional experience ind 
proper training in any profession. If they 
stood together. as members of an- honourable 
profession with high standards of honesty 
and integritY and duty to the public, they 
would have a better Association than could 
ever be secured by any regulations set out in 
an Act of Parliament. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., seconding, paid 
a tribute to the members and to the high 
sense of public duty they had brought to their 
work. In that respeet the Irish Association, 
he said, was second to none in any part of the 
world. 

He alluded to the bill to be introduced :n 
the Oireachtas. which was intended to give 
the Association statutory recognition an¢d 
status as an incorporated association. No 
provision for the protection of the public 
had been made since the time of Henry IIL, 
and it was time that the Legislature shoul| 
recognise the fact that the public had no 
protection. 

He suggested that a system of apprentice 
ship of some kind end the training of future 
members should be introduced. and, perhaps, 
a system of examination would prove ‘bened- 
cial. One of the best ways to ensure the 
protection of the public was to give the 
Association proper recognition, and in the 
effort to secure that he was sure they woulil 
receive in the Dail the widespread support 
their proposals deserved. 


NEED FOR CONTROL 


Mr. H. Connolly, President of the Asso- 
ciation, responding, spoke of the 
necessity for some form of control 
of auctioneers, The Association, he 
said, was not formed to secure a monopoly 
of auctioneering business in the I[rish Free 
State. but was set up to provide for one 
thing—the guidance and Si: so keenly 
needed by its members. The bill to come be- 
fore the Dail had cost a good deal of money, 
and they had not spent it in order to penalise 
themselves. but in the iterests oi 
public security. Any man with £10 
cou!d go to the Custom House 
and become an auctioneer as easily 
as one could purchase a stamp. Within the 
past two years the Law Courts had shown 
them the respensibilities they were bound to 
shoulder, and surely, if they should incur 
these responsibilities they must have men 
trained and versed in the intricacies of the 
business, There should be some form of con- 
trol, so that nobody could foist himself on 
the public without having an adequate know- 
ledge of such phases as valuation. ‘* The time 
has come when the association must be re. 
cognised,”’ concluded the President. 

Proposing the toast of ‘* The Guests,’ Mr. 
Michael Smith, Navan, said their association 
knew no bounds, North or Soutn, and he 
hoped that that would long be the sentiment. 
He was glad to see the joining of North and 
Sonth at Ballsbridge that day. They wanted 
each and everyone of them to work for Ire- 
land, and produce something to bring foreign 
money into the country. 

The Lord Mavor of Dublin responding, said 
the bill new being promoted in the Dail was 
for the protection of the public, and not for 
the protection of the association. It should 
he evident to those who remained outside their 
ranks that they were not only being unfair 
to themselves, but also to the members of the 
profession, He hoped that that prosperity 
they so earnestly desired and expected to 
come about would be shared by the associa- 
tion and its members. for they had great re- 
sponsibilities to. shoulder, and they deserved 
their share of success. 

Mr. P. J. Roe, barrister-at-law. said that 
auctioneers, as a whole, had earned the grati- 
tude and resnect of the public, and the asso- 
ciation should he put in a position where its 
members would be given a certain definite 
status,

HARCOURT STREET 
SCHEME

Fr proposed demolition of the narrow 


entrance into Harcourt street, Dublin, 
from St. Stephen 's vreen was discussed 
at an inquiry which was held in the City 
Hall, Dublin, yesterday. ; 

Mi. Denis J. Hickie, M.1 C.E., Engineering 
Inspector to the Local Government Depart 
ment, sat to hear objectors to the Corpora 
tion’s proposal to acquire land in the city 
for the purposes of road widening and 
improvements. The areas concerned were 
Sundrive and Kimmage roads, Gracepark 
road and Griffith avenue, Kimmage cross. 
roads, Botanic and Fairfield roads, Harcourt 
street, St. Stephen's green and Herberton 
road. 

Inspector E. Sheridan. of the Civic Guards. 
who was examined regarding the widening ot 
the roadway at the junction of Harcourt 
street and St. Stephen 's green, said that the 
corner Was a very dangerous one. <A great 
volume of tram, omnibus, motor, evcle and 
pedestrian traffic passed from north to south 
at this place, and the corner from St. 
Stephen's green to Cuffe street was absolutely 
blind. 

Mr Martin Burns, Engineer to the Cor 
poration, agreed, and said that the buildin .s 
constituted a serious obstruction. The (o: 
poration had now procured the interest of 
the Refuge Insurance Company, who were thie 
lessees of all the premises it was proposed 
to acquire, and the purpose was to demolish 
the existing corner and widen Harcourt 
street virtually uv to the corner of Montague 
street. This would mean the cutting off of 
some seventy feet from the corner, as far up 
as number 100 Harcourt street, and it was 
proposed to carry out the widening as soon 
as the property could be acquired.

decide to appoint a member of ti 
Cabinet to the new office of Defe: 
Minister, another vacancy will result. As 
a matter of fact, it is fully expected that 
Lord Swinton will become  Defe: 
Minister The appointment has not vet 
been made, however, as Mr. Baldwin has 
to face some little opposition in the House 
of Commons on the point that a Minister 
of Defence should sit in that House, and 
not in the House of Lords. Shonld Lord 
Swinton get the post, there will have to 
be a new Air Minister, and for this posi 
there are several candidates, ifcluding 
Mr. Ormsby Gore, the present First Com 
missioner of: Works, who is certainly due 
for promotion. Lord Stonehaven, whio 
has retired from the chairmanship of the 
Nationa! Conservative and Unionist Asso- 
ciation, has had two brilliant successes 
during his reign at the Central Conserva- 
tive Office, in that he has brought the 
party back from two general elections 
with great majorities. Lord Stonehaven 
is to be succeeded by Mr. Douglas Hack- 
ing, Under-Secretary for the Colonies. It 
is expected that Mr. Hacking will leave 
his present office, since the work at the 
Central Office will occupy all his time. 
The office which Mr. Hacking has taken 
ut uuvoives a great amount of work. with- 
out financial recompense, and, on the 
other hand, it frequently involves the 
holder in considerable expenditure. 


Earl Haig’s Statue 


The equestrian statue of Earl Haig, the 
work of Mr. A. F. Hardiman, has re- 
cently been completed in plaster, and will 
be taken during the next few days to a 
foundry in Kennington for casting in 
bronze. The work will be done in twenty 
different sections, and when the statue is 
complete it will weigh between three and 
four tons. It its intended that the statue 
shall be placed on a pedestal in the 
middle of Whitehall, opposite the Scottish 
Office. It is over six years since Mir. 
Hardiman was commissioned to undertake 
the work, and in the interval the horse 
has been twice re-shaped, owing to 
public controversy. It is unlikely that 
the statue will be placed in position until 
next year, as casting takes from six to 
nine months, and then the work has to 
be completed by the erection of a plinth. 


Anglo-Danish Trade 


While the present Anglo-Danish trade 
pact, which expires in June, has resulted 
in an improvement of the export trade 
with Denmark, misunderstandings have 
arisen with regard to import licences. 
This is one of the subjects now being dis- 
cussed with representatives of the Danish 
Government in London. The negotiations 
for a continuance of the agreement are 
being carried on by the Department for 
Overseas Trade, but the discussions are 
taking place at the Board of Trade, 
where tie premises are of a more con- 
venient character. Amendments to the 
present ‘reaty are being put forward 
both by Creat Britain and by Denmark, 
and the diccussions may extend over a 
period of some weeks. 


American Coal Production 


British methods of regulating coal pro 
duction will be studied this summer by 
two members of the American Bituminous 
Coal Commission, a Government body set 
pp last year under the Guffey Coal! Act. 
This Act directed the Commission to study 
various methods of production control, and 
to recommend whether or not they should 
be introduced into American coalfields. 
The Commission has now set aside funds 
for two of its members to visit England 
and investigate the working of the 1930 
Coal Mines Act. The members have not. 
yet been chosen, but it is considered likely 
that they will be Mr. Tetlow, formerly 
an official of the United Mine-Workers: 
Union, and Mr. Acret, a lawyer. _If time 
and money permit, the delegation may also 
visit France, Germany, and Russia, but 
they are primarily interested in British 
methods. 


An Agricultural Library 


Efforts to promote the science and in 
dustry of agriculture have been made at 
the Science Library, which is part of the 
Science Museum at South Kensington, -by 
the establishment of a National Agricul- 


tural Library at which all published . 


acricultural information will be accessible 
to students, research workers. and 
practical farmers. The existing library 
already possesses about 100,000 volumes 
and 9,500 periodicals on every branch o! 
agriculture, and a bibliography which will 
“ive a complete index to all books and 


periodical literature on the subject is 


heing prepared under the direction of Dr. 
S. Bradford, Keeper of the Librarv. 
This bibliography will make available all 
known data on agriculture, thus giving 


the library a thoroughly national 
character.

Naval replacement will begin in 1957 
with the laying down of two capital ships, 
and the modernisation of existing battle- 
ships will be continued. 

In the case of cruisers, the aim is to 
increase the total number to 70, of which 
60 would be under age and 10 over age. 
The existing strength is 50. Five cruisers 
will be included in the 1936 programme. 

A steady replacement programme for 
destroyers and submarines is contemplated, 
while the present rate of constriction of 
sloops and small craft will be continued. 
A new aircraft-carrier will be laid down 
at an early date. 

There will be a considerable expansion 
of the Fleet Air arm, the personnel of the 
Navy to be gradually increased by about 
6,000 men in a year’s time. 

With regard to the Army, the Govern- 
ment proposes to raise four new battalions 
of infantry, which will mitigate to some 
extent the present difficulties of the 
policing duties placed on Britain by 
reason of her imperial! responsibilities. 
Existing Army formations should be 
organised in the most effective form, and 
equipped with the most modern armament 
and material, together with adequate 
reserves of ammunition and stores. The 
Field Artillery will be thoroughly 
modernised. 

The Territorial Army will be called 
upon to support the Regular Army abroad, 
if required, serving not as drafts, but in 
its own units and formations. The Govern- 
ment intends to do all that is possible 
to encourage its recruiting and increase 
its efficiency, a beginning being made at 
once in improving its present inadequate 
equipment and training. 

The modernisation of coast defences at 
defended ports at home and abroad will 
be proceeded with at an accelerated rate, 
rat a the reorganisation of anti-aircraft 
defences in the South-East of England 
will be extended with a view to covering 
the important industrial districts in the 
centre and north of the country. 

In connection with the Royal Air Force, 
four new auxiliary squadrons are to be 
formed for co-operation with the Terri- 
torial Arnry, and the new programme will 
increase the first-line strength in Great 
Britain to 1,750 aircraft, exclusive of the 
Fleet arm. 

Regarding the Air Raid Precautions 
Department of the Home Office, the White 
Paper states that plans have been pre- 
pared over a number of years, and are 
now approaching the stage when they ean 
be put into operation. Steps are ‘being 
taken to extend the field of production for 
the Royal Air Force by placing orders 
with firms that do not ordinarily manu- 
facture for the Force or for civil aviation. 
This process of extension will have to be 
further enlarged to meet the programmes 
of the Navy and Army. 


INDUSTRIAL ASPECT 


The White Paper states that, to carry 
through measures in a limited period of 
time will make exceptionally heavy de- 
mands upon certain branches of industry 
and upon certain classes of skilled labour.

“We cannot excuse our own weakness 
by pointing to the strength of our 
neighbours. Our weakness would prevent 
us from playing our due part in enforcing 
collective security, whereas our ability to 
make our proper contribution. may well 
be decisive in deterring a potential 
aggressor from facing the risk of break- 
ing world ace. It is essential, there- 
fore, that the relation of our own armed 
forces to those of other great Powers 
should be maintained at-a figure which 
will be high enough to enable us to exer- 
cise the influence and authority in inter- 
national affairs which are alike required 
for the defence of vital British interests 
and in the application of the policy of 
collective security.’’ 


INDUSTRIES TO BE 
ORGANISED 

The White Paper then reviews the 
increase in world armament, and pro- 
ceeds:—-His Majesty’s Government ' will 
continue ta do their utmost to improve 
international relations and to promote 
agreement for limitation of armaments. 
The proposals for defence outlined in this 
Paper do not betoken any abandonment 
of the international policy hitherto 

ursued. That policy has been steadily 
directed to discouraging competition in 
armaments—the recent naval agreement 
with Germany and the present effort to 
conclude a new naval agreement with 
the Washington Powers are instances— 
and it is true that a general raising of 
levels all round is no guarantee of peace. 
in determining our, own defence 
programme it is impossible to disregard 
the extent of the preparations which have 
been made by others. 

Discussing the questions of a peace- 
time programme ol preparedness for war, 
the Paper says: Modern war conditions 
involve a vast expenditure of munitions 
and equipment, and in the early months 
of the Great War there was a tragic loss 
of life in éunsequence of the lack cil 
adequate reserves. If we are to avoid a 
repetition of that.tragedy in future war, 
and to provide by our preparations an 
increased detesrent we must prepare our- 
selves either by accumulating immense 
reserves or so organising » Siva that 
it can rapidly change over at the vital 
points from commercial to war production 
should the oecessity arise. The first 
alternative, fowever, is only feasible 
within limits. and beyond that’ is ruled 
out not only on account of its cost, but 
because weapons and methods of warfare 
are coutinually changing, and these 
accumulated reserves might, therefore, 
well become obsolete before they were 
required. 

His Majesty’s Government, therefore, 
have turned to the second alternative, and 
they have already taken some pteliminary 
steps towards putting it into operation. 

Finally, discussing costs and prices, the 
Paper says: His Majesty’s Government are 
determined that the needs of the nation 
shall not serve to pile up extravagant 
profits for those who are called upon to 
meet them. They are confident that in- 
dustry as a whole has no desire to loit 
the situation, and, indeed, they have 
already received satisfactory assurances 
from the Federation of British Industries 
of their readiness to co-operate. Treasury 
control will of course, be maintained 
throughout the whole field.

The Attorney-General replied that it had 
not been proposed to intervene in this 
argument with that point. 

The Lord Chancellor intimated that if 
the point was to be taken the Court would 
have to consider whether it should not be 
argued first. 

The Attorney-General—It is not to be 
taken as a point of jurisdiction.

unknown to modern usage. It was pure 
reversal to an ancient taxing form in 
Ireland, where a lump sum tax was im- 
posed on townships and municipalities. 
with the requirement that they should 
raise the lump sum by capitation appoint- 
ment among their inhabitants. 


LIKE INCOME TAX 


This levy was directly comparable with 
income tax, atid really the taxableness of 
the subject under Schedule B was in ques- 
tion. What was the position of an occupier 


of 100 acres—when such a levy was made 
upon him? Was not the rate substantially 
the same as income tax, with, as he said, 
nothing to differentiate the position in 
one case from the other? Plainly the con- 
tribution was towards an Exchequer cost— 
though for the education service, and called 
“a rate '—and it was a levy towards the 
cost of a State service. 

It appeared to be part.of the case of the 
Government. of. Northern Ireland to suggest 
that the Belfast authorities had somehow 
fallen short in their educational duties, 
but that was utterly irrelevant to anything 
the Court had to consider. It did not 
matter whether the. Government rated for 
educational service, road-making or any 
other public service’ The salient point 
was that here was a contribution towards 
a State service. This money, paid into 
the Exchequer, and going into the Con- 
solidated Fund for Northern Ireland, was 
available for any purpose for which they 
thought fit. 


TAXABLE CAPACITY 


It had the essential of a tax and not

ROSSLARE HARBOUR, Tuesday. 


ITH a moderation in the gale to- 
day, the Rosslare Harbour motor 
vessel Tern, laden with miscellaneous 
salvage equipment and a supply of fresh 
provisions, put out early this morning to 
the assistance of the steamship Wexfordian, 
which has been stranded seven miles north- 
east of Rosslare Lighthouse for eighty 
hours. 
Captain Peter McGrath and his crew 
of thirteen have stuck to their ship. 
Despite a heavy swell, the Tern suc- 
ceeded in getting alongside the steamer. 
Taking advantage of the lull, the jettison- 
ing of the vessel’s coal cargo to lighten 
her was begun at high tide. Between two 
and three o'clock the vessel’s propeller 
was seen to be revolving, but the ship 
did not come off. If the weather holds, 
however, there is every hope that she wil! 
refloat, especially with the approach of the 
spring tides. 
The steamer is in an exposed position. 
There is no change in the position of 
the three-masted schooner Crest, which is 
ashdre on the beach at Rosslare Harbour. 
Captain Bent and his crew are still stick- 
ing to her. Until the tides improve 
nothing can be done. 


TAX ATTACK ON BIG 
BUSINESS 


£124,000,000 NEW 
REVENUE NEEDED

Sweeping changes in American tax laws, 
including the imposition of a tax upon 
undistributed company profits and the 
repeal of the present graduated company 
income tax, were recommended to-day by 
President Roosevelt in a message to 
Congress asking it to provide 620,000,000 
dollars (£124,000,000) of additional 
revenue. 

The demand for this revenue is a direct 
sequel to the Supreme Court’s decision 
invalidating the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration and its processing taxes 
to pay farmers for restricting production, 
and to the action of Congress in passing 
the Veterans’ Bonus Bill over the Presi- 
dent’s veto. 

President Roosevelt estimated that the 
new tax on _ undistributed company 
profits would yield 1,614,000,000 dollars 
(£322,800,000) annually in place of the 
826,000,000 dollars expect from the 
graduated company income tax which it 
is proposed to repeal. 

In a remarkable message to Congress 
the President proposed that the processing 
taxes, which have been declared uncon- 
stitutional in their present form, should 
be spread more broadly over industry as 
a tax upon undistributed company profits. 
He also proposed a ‘“‘ windfall”’ tax to 
recover a considerable part of the old 
processing taxes which have been returned 
to the payers or which they have refused 
to pay.

FEARED DISLOCATION IN 
THE INDUSTRY 


—— 


ITH all the old and new flour mills 

established in the Irish Free State, 
there are now a thousand less people em- 
ployed in the industry than there were 
some years ago. Surfeit, dislocation of 
trade, and unemployment, seems to have 
followed in the wake of the Agricultural 
Produce (Cereals) Act, 1933. By this 
Act the Government sought to secure to 
our own nationals all the profits of the 
flour milling industry. The old-time in- 
dustry was intended to be revived, and a 
more or less even distribution of operation 
secured in all parts of the State. But a 
condition of deadlock has already been 
reached. 

Now that the administrat.on of the Act 
has falle» into the regulation of civil 
service routine, surfeit is being followed 
by over-production, while increased 
transport facilities sre creating problems 
of distribution detrimental to the very 
existence of many of the old and new 
small mills which the Act aimed at foster- 
ing. 


A RESULT OF THE ACT 

These conclusions are gathered from a 
statement made to an fish Times re- 
porter by a representative of the mill 
workers. He said that years before the 
Cereals Act, as it is called, was passed 
many flour mills had gone out of 
existence, but when the Act came into 
force a number of old mills were recon- 
ditioned and new ones built, such as the 
Barrow Mills, Carlow. A big, new and 
up-to-date mill has been built + Water- 
ford. Bolands and the North City Mills 
have been reconditioned and reconstructed. 
The National Milling Company, Cork, is 
a brand new mill. Byrne Mahon’s have 
also reconstructed, and te Port Mills 
have been greatly extended. 

The result of these and other opera- 
tions was that some months ago diminis' 
ing quantities of outside flour were 
coming into the Free State on licence 
under the Cereals Act. These imports 
have now ceased to come in because the 
existing mills are able to supply the 
full Free State demand for flour. They 
are, in fact, able to do more than supply 
that demand. 


TEMPORARY STOPPAGES 

And what is the effect? 

Several mills have been closed for longer 
or shorter periods because of this over 
production, 

Could you mention any such cases? 

Goodbody’s, at Clara; MHallinan’s, 
Mallow, and the City Roller Mills, in 
Limerick. Another little one in County 
Cork was also closed down for a time 
because of over-production. Yet there are 
new mills in course of erection, or about 
to open up. An old mill at Rathdown, 
County Wicklow, has been reconstructed ; 
a mill at Ballina is nearly finished, and 
there is a probability of new mills in 
Donegal and elsewhere. 

The result of the whole thing is a glut 
of flour at the moment, and mill-workers 
throughout the whole industry are making 
representations to their loca] T.D.’s, 
because they foresee, if things are allowed 
to go on as at present, it will mean short- 
time or more or less casual employment. 
Mills may be kept open for seven or eight 
months, and closed down for the rest of 
the year. They fear it may mean that the 
smaller and weaker mills will] have to close 
down altogether. 

Were the limitations of the milling in- 
dustry never measured 2 

Before the Act became law a delegation 
of flour mill-workers from the then exist- 
ing mills made representations to the 
Minister on this point, and stated to him 
that the erection of big new mills would 
be likely to affect the market of the 
smaller inland mills which had been able 
to carry on during the previous ten years 

What was the outcome of this deputa- 
tion’s representations? 

The Minister told the deputation that 
he would take their representations into 
consideration, but notwithstanding new 
licences to mill flour continued to be 
issued. It is stipulated that each mill 
shall produce a certain quota of flour. 


MILLING CAPACITY 

You assert that there has been a mis- 
calculation of the amount of labour and the 
milling capacity which would suffice to 
meet the mand for flour in the Free 
State? 

Every mill is compelled to turn out its 
appointed quota of flour under the risk 
of suspension of its licence, and is not 
supposed to mill more than that quantity, 
but new methods and new machinery 
have béen introduced, even in the old 
mills, which have resulted in the employ- 
ment of fewer workers. In spite of the 
increased production and the increased 
number of mills there are really fewer 
people employed in flour mills than there 
were in 1920 or 1921. Fifteen years ago 
there were more than 3,000 persons em- 
ployed in the old mills; only about 2,000 
people are employed to-day, 

Is it true that the continued issue 
of licences to mill flour is having other 
ill consequences to the industry? 

There is evidence of dislocation in the 
industry. Distribution is important to 
mill-owners, and some of them are none 
too certain of their customers. The de- 
velopment of motor traffic has very much 
affected the small mills. The big mills 
have long arms in the matter of distribu- 
tion, and, with over-production facing us, 
local difficulties may be added to the 
generally unhappy situation in the mill- 
ing industry.

N the European capitals Britain’s new 
armaments programme was being dis- 
cussed with great interest yesterday.

Britain’s post-war history '”. was a German 
comment supplied by the London Corre- 
spondent of the Berliner Tageblatt. í 
In Rome the attitude expresed in 
political ¢ircles was that ‘‘ Britain’s re 
armament is her own affair.” 

A typi¢al French comment was: “A 
good thing, but late.” That was General 
iessel’s summing up of the situation. 
While the greatest reserve is being main- 
tained in French official quarters, there is 
every reason to believe that the programme 
is welcome here, says Reuter’s Paris 
Correspondent. It is felt, however, that 
the question is one which is now before 
the British public, and that it does not 
behove France to express an opinion on 
a matter which is pending between the 

British Government and Parliament. 


“DROP IN THE OCEAN” 


General Niessel, a former member of 
the French High Command and the 
President of the Inter-Allied Commission 
in the Baltic States, in an interview with 
Reuter said :— 

- ** France can only rejoice at the British 
decision to strengthen her forces, but she 
cannot forget that for several months she 
had to bear the brunt of 1914. Britain 
has only four divisions now, which are 
mcomplete, instead of six.” 

As regards the increase of the Army by 
four hew battalions, General Niessel 
thought this a “drop in the ocean.”’ 

“ Effectives after the war were over- 
Teduced,”! he said, “and are incompiete. 
Money can get modern equipment, but it 
takes time for recruits to reach the level 
of the old professional soldiers.’’ . 

This question of time was stressed by 
General Niessel in regard to all the British 
plans, He said it was necessary for Britain 
to re-arm, because she had not kept up her

“Two battleships to be laid down in 
1937 is slow work, and the building of 
cruisers takes time. When Germany has 
35 per cent. of the British Fleet, as fixed 
by the naval agreement, and an equality 
in submarines, the danger will be great. 

“ Fhe British Fleet is still the first in 
the world, but its supremacy is not un- 
contested, as in 1914. There will be diffi- 
culties of recruiting personnel which will 
have to be surmounted, 

‘‘As regards aviation, British industry 
is capable of carrying out the programme, 
but again a highly-trained personnel will 
be required, The formation of special 
squadrons for Empire routes is vital, not 
only politically, but commercially.’’ 


CRUSHING VERDICT 


The London Correspondent of the 
Berliner Tageblatt describes the British 
White Paper as ‘‘ a question mark placed 
behind the system of collective security 
demanded by Great Britain with such 
energy. Great Britain does not consider 
the League of Nations strong enough to 
be entrusted with the security of the 
British Empire.’’ 

The writer adds: ‘‘ The White Paper is 
a crushing verdict against the peace 
treaties concluded after the Werld War. 
Never before in peace-time has Great 
Britain displayed such might of arms as 
she does to-day, when her re-armamenta 
have only just begun.”’ 


ROME’S IMPRESSIONS 


From Revutrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Tuesday. 


The attitude expressed in political 
circles this evening is that Britain's re- 
armament is her own affair. It is not 
interpreted as being in violation of the 
spirit of Geneva, though the presence of 
units of the Home Fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean has repeatedly been so described. 

What were the circumstances, it is 
asked, which made it necessary for 


Britain to send the Home Fleet to the 
Mediterranean? It is insisted that this 
move was taken before the despatch of 
Italian reinforcements to Libya, and, 
therefore, was not the outcome of that 
move by Italy. 

No comment is forthcoming on the 
actual figures of the British White Paper. 
The first impression, however, is that the 
increases of armaments outlined in the 
White Paper are not as great as had been 
expected in Italy.

PIG-DEALERS’ 
PROTEST 


FEARED MONOPOLY 
OF TRADE 


—_-- oe 


T a meeting of the Committee of the 
A Irish Pig Dealers’ Association, which 

was held last night at the offices, 
Upper O'Connell street, Dublin, Mr. Michael 
Bowe, Chairman, who presided; said that the 
object of calling them together was to dis- 
cuss what appeared to be as most serious 
crisis affecting the whole pig trade. They 
understood that there was a _ proposition 
before the Pigs Marketing Board by which 
that body hoped t> confro] the whole of the 
supplies of pigs in the Saorstat, thereby 
eliminating all pig fairs, and establishing 
collecting centres in various places, and to 
appoint collecting agents, whereby they 
hoped to create a monopoly of the whole 
trade. 

With the passing of the markets, he con- 
cluded, competitive buying would also dis- 
appear, and the Fe would he at the 
mercy ot the itactors to whom virtual 
monopoly had been granted. 

Mr. M. Murphy, Cork, said that this com- 
petition between the buyers, curers, and ex- 
porters started last November, and not with- 
in the last few weeks. The exporters were 
the people who were responsible for putting 
up the price to 64s. a cwt., and made the 
Pigs Marketing Board change their prices 
four times since November. 

Mr. J. O'Sullivan, Tralee, said that the 
50 per cent. British tariff was too much for 
the Irish producers to bear at the present 
time, 

Mr. D. Bowe. Waterford, said that the 
bounty ought to be restored to what it was. 
Only by doing so could they stabilise the 
price at 64s. a cwt. 

Mr. J. Barrett, Tralee, said that, in order 
to get rid of sarplus pigs, they must have 
the bounty restored to the former figure. 
The pig trade would have been in a bad 
way last October and November were it not 
for the fact that exporters came to the aid 
of the Pigs Marketing Board by taking over 
the surplus pigs and exporting them, He 
thought that they should see the Minister. 

The Chairman said that they had seen 
the Minister last Thursday. 2nd that he said 
that he would consult them before any 
action was taken.

‘Planes aré attacking 4,000 Abyssinians 
who are encircled in the Avergalle region. 


“STRATEGICAL RETREAT” 
ADDIS ABABA, Tuesday. 


Information reaching here this after- 
noon by telephone confirms the belief 
always held by the Ethiopian Government 
that the reported Italian victories in the 
Tembien are ‘‘ chiefly mythical.” The 
reports state that the Ethiopians, although 
suffering fairly severe casualties, are far 
from being annihilated and routed, as the 
Italians claim. 

In face of greatly superior forces the 
three Northern Rases, Mulugheta, Kassa 
and Seyoum, carried out a movement, 
which it would be partially correct to 
describe as a strategical retreat. The 
Emperor is personally directing the 
operations, which one military observer 
enys are ‘“‘ masterly, and in the best 
Ethiopian tradition.” 

It is strenuously denied that any of the 
Abyssinian armies are surrounded. 

It is again emphasised that the Italians 
are making desperate efforts to produce a 
favourable diplomatic atmosphere at 
Geneva with a view to cacouknene the 
opening of peace negotiations which the 
French are believed to be on the point of 
making at the instigation of the Italians. 


ITALY’S DEAD 
ROME, Tuesday. 


More than a thousand white Italian 
troops have been killed in East Africa 
from January lst to February 26th, 
according to official figures issued here.. It 
is stated that 590 white troops were killed 
in action, 29 died of wounds, and 426 died 
of disease or other causes—a total of 1,045. 

Between February 1st and February 
26th 139 were killed in action, 25 died of 
wounds and 30 of disease. These casualties 
do not include those of the battle of Amba 
Alagi, which began on February 27th. 

The casualties of the native troops are 
not given. 

To-day Marshal Badoglio reported that 
the Italian casualties in the recent 
Tembien battle against Ras Kassa’s forces 
were 30 Italian officers, 450 men, and 110 
native troops killed and wounded,

“We have been carrying out certain 
schemes for the exploitation of our mineral 
resources,” said the Minister, ‘‘and it is 
quite clear that in respect of many classes 
of metals and minerals our resources are by 
no means inadequate. ‘Ihe difficulty of secur- 
ing the immediate exploitation of these 
minerals is not because they do not exist in 
workable quantities, but because the markets 
have been controlled by combines. 

“The development of any of our mineral 
resources seems to depend on the possibility 
of opening up an export trade for them. That 
possibility is now being actively canvassed, 
and | think that it is not impossible that in 
the near future we shall have some definite 
progress to record.”’ ! 

Discussing the development of the peat in- 
dustry, he said that there were very definite 

ssibilities for this commodity, not merely as 

uel, but for industrial processes. They were, 
at the present time, spending considerable 
sums of money in having research carried out. 

Certain bogs had been acquired, and 
machinery had been ordered for work on those 
bogs with a view to production next year; 
while a private company was about to com- 
mence working a patented process in a bog in 
tha Midlands. 

‘““It may be necessary to provide by legis- 
lation for the regulation of our fuel supplies, 
so as to ensure that a market will be avail- 
able that will enable large-scale production 
wre to be brought into operation. That 
egislation has been prepared and shortly will 
be discussed in the bail.

PROPOSED £21,000 LOAN

DUNDALK, Tuesday. 


NTERESTING facts connected with the 
| housing of workers in Dundalk were given 
at a public inquiry, which was held in 
Dundalk to-day by Mr. E. O’Maille, Local 
Government Inspector, into the application 
of the Dundalk Urban Council for sanction to 
a loan of £21,000 for the building of forty- 
eight houses in St. Alphonsus road, as well as 
a loan for the purposes of the Small Dwellings 
oan Acts. 

Mr. Michael Fox, Town Clerk, stated that 
already the Urban Council had erected 575 
houses, and of these 108 were for people 
from the slum areas. Other big housing 
schemes were in force, and the idea of the 
Council was that the re-housing of the people 
from unhealthy areas should go hand in hand 
with the housing of people who were able to 
pay economic rents. The rent of the new 

ouses would be about 9s., plus rates, 
estimated at 2s. 6d. per week. 

Mr. E. Ward, solicitor, who appeared for 
the United Town Tenants’ Organisation, 
said that their view was that there should 
he a contribution from the rates to make 
the houses available for real workers. A 
contribution of a penny in the pound would 
mean a reduction in the rents of ls. per 
week, and would help in the getting of the 
subsidy from the Government. 

Mr. James McCourt, solicitor for the 
Council, said that he believed that the build- 
ing of the homses would result in a benefit 
oí twopence in the pound to the rates of 
the town, instead of being a loss. 

Tn regard to the small dwellings loans, 
scheme Mr. McCourt said the Council never 
had lost a penny through its working in Dun- 
dalk. The Council, which had been lend. 
ing money ander this scheme for years on 
the security only of the houses to built, 
had fowad the scheme very successful.

Every Irishman in 
every land had a friend in Dr. Ryan. 
(** Hear, hear.’’) 

The Chairman (Dr. Anthony McBride, 
Castlebar) said that he had known Dr. Mark 
Ryan for the past forty-five years very in- 
timately. Dr. Ryan was connected with the 
Irish Texts Society, the Irish Literary 
Society and the Irish National Clab in 
London, of which he was president. He 
collected arms and sent them to Ireland in 
the Fenian days. In later years he znd his 
friends visited Portland Prison to comfort 
the Irish prisoners there, and he saw that 
they were sent back to their homes 
after thei~ release, Dr. Ryan had come in 
contact with the Fenian leaders, They were 
met, as the Lord Mayor had said, to pay 
a tribute to one of the greatest Irishmen of 
this century. Dr. Ryan had taken a pro- 
minent part in laving the foundation stone 
of Ireland a nation. 

The portrait of Dr. Ryan would be placed 
in one or other of our National Galleries, 
to be looked upon by persons of all shades 
of political thought as a memorial of a great 
Irishman. 

Dr. Delargy, in a few words, formally 
presented the portrait to Dr. Ryan, and read 
the list of names of the subscribers to the 
work of the . well-known artist, Mr, Leo 
Whelan 


PRESIDENT’S TRIBUTE 


President de Valera said that he felt that 
he should be present on this occasion, not 
for himself, but in his representative capacity. 
because undoubtedly the Irish nation owed 
a great deal to Dr. Mark Ryan through his 
work during his whole life-time. He had 
been a link between those who saw very 
little hope in their time of freeing Ire- 
land; and who never knew tliat the cause 
could be brought to fruition as it 
had been. He met Dr. Ryan in London at 
the time of the Truce in 1921, but did not 
then know how highly he was respected by 
men. who knew him intimately. He was glad 
to see him still hale and hearty. 

Mr. Cosgrave also paid a tribute to Dr 
Ryan, saying that they honoured him for his 
work, and wished him long years of happi- 
ness in this country to which he had returned 
in his old age. 

Dr. Ryan, accepting the portrait, said that 
owing to defective hearing he had not heard 
the speakers distinctly, but he thanked al! 
his friends for the valuable gift, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the people of Ireland 
would not cease their work until their 
country was free from top to bottom 
(Applause. ) 

The Lord Mayor congratulated Mr. 
Whelan on the perfect portrait he had pro- 
duced.

CANON FE. C. OSBORNE 


The death has taken place at Wallsend-on- 
Tyne of the Rey. Canon Charles Edward 
Osborne, M.A., D.Litt. 

Born in Dublin in 1856, the son of the late 
Mr. William Osborne, Royal Hibernian 
Academy, he was educated at Rathmines 
School and the University of Dublin. After 
a brilliant collegiate course, during which he 
won honours in English. and History, he 

raduated with a Moderatorship in Modern 
sain and was awarded the Bishop 
Forster Divinity Prize (First). He was 
ordained in 1884. He served as curate at 
St. Michael’s, Woolwich, for a year, and from 
that time until 1893 was assistant to the Rev.

“What sort of a cry was it?’ asked 
counsel, and she replied—‘‘It was a 
strangled voice, 

When asked to demonstrate what she 
alleged the doctor did, she placed a hand on 
each side of her throat, but seemed almost 
overcome with faintness. 

As she had previously shown signs of dis- 
tress, the Judge suggestéd that her evidence 
should: be concluded, and she left the box.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

N urgent “ stop the war ” appeal to 
Italy and Abyssinia was made at 
Geneva this afternoon. The appeal was 
in the form of a resolution moved by M. 
Flandin, the French Foreign Minister, 
and approved by the Committee of Thir- 
teen (the League Council without Italy). 

“The Committee addresses to both belli- 
gerents an urgent appeal for the imme- 
diate opening of negotiations within the 
framework of the League of Nations and 
in the spirit of the Covenant, with a view 
to the prompt cessation of hostilities and 
the definitive restoration of peace. 

‘The Committee will meet on March 
10th to take cognisance of the replies of 
the two Governments.”’ 

On Mr. Eden’s suggestion, however, the 
Sub-committee of Experts is to meet to 
consider, among other things, means of 
applying an oil embargo. 

The ‘‘ peace " resolution is a characters 
istic League formula( both in its looseness 
and evasiveness. It side-steps the issue of 
fixing a time limit for the replies by con- 
vening the next meeting in eight days to 
take cognisance of the replies. 

The meeting itself was very brief. 
Introducing his resolution, M. Flandin 
said :—‘‘ Sanctions and counter-sanctions 
will only aggravate the disorder from 
which the world is suffering. The present 
moment offers a slightly improved out- 
look for a renewed effort towards a settle- 
ment.”’

Evan Williams, Golden Miller’s new 
jockey, is to make his first acquaintance with 
the horse today. He is to mde Golden 
Miller in a gallop at Owen Anthony a place 
at Letcombe Bassett, Wantage. 

Williams replaces Gerry Wilson, who paid 
a fine tribute tó his. successor when com- 
menting on the change of riding plans yester- 
day. “TI can only state,’’ he said, “that 
I had no say in the choosing of the jockey, 
but I consider the choice of Miss Dorothy 
Paget and’ Mr. Owen Anthony a wise one.” 

Williams is to ride Golden Miller in the 
Cheltenham Gold Cup next week and in the 
Grand National. This is a sequel to the 
horse's refusal to jump at Newbury last 
Wednesday when ridden by Gerry Wilson. 

This is not the first time that there has 
been a change of jockey for Golden Miller 
in the Grand National. Ted Leader rode 
him in the 1933 Grand National instead of 
W. Stott, who until a few days before the 
race was generally accepted as his rider. It 
was stated then that the alteration had been 
made because of Leader's greater experience 
of the Grand National course. 

Golden Miller fell—the only time he has 
fallen in his career. Stott, who rode Pelorus 
Jack, was very unlucky, as his mount came 
down at the last fence when in the lead. 

Owen Anthony, the trainer, hinted at a 
possible change of plans concerning the 
future of the famous ‘chaser after the recent 
Newbury incident. Evan Williams is attached 
to Ivor Anthony's stable. He is no relation 
to Dudley Williams, who used to ride for 
the Wronghton establishment. 

Williams will be the ninth jockey to have 
ridden the horse under National Hunt rules. 
Golder Miller has had 36 races. G. Wilson 
has ridden him in 13, Ted Leader in 10, W. 
Stott six, R. Lyall in two, and J. Baxter, 
T. James, Mr. Mount, and Mr. J. Gordon 
in one each. 

Golden Miller's 1ew jockey set up arecord 
in 1933 by riding the first winner, Mr. 
Gandhi, at Cardiff gn Easter Monday, as an 
amateur, and the last winner, Vive |’ Amour, 
as a professional. He is a son of Mr. Fred 
Williams, starter at Wolverhampton and 
some of the West country meetings. 

Though Williams has yet to get placed in 
a steeplechase at Liverpool, he has the dis- 
tinction of having got round on the two 
mounts he has had over the course. He 
finished seventeenth on Chadds Ford in the 
1933 Grand National. and fourth on Stars and 
Stripes in the Molyneux Steeplechase last 
November 

There were signs at the betting call-over 
on Monday that the horse might return to 
favour for the Grand National. Should he 
win the Cheltenham Gold Cup, for the fifth 
vear in succession, it is quite likely that he 
will become favourite once again.

DUHALLOW HOUNDS 


There was a large field out for the Conva- 
more meet. From Upper Conway nothing 
could be done, except two small rings with 
an unenterprising fox. Hounds were some 
time in Lisnagourneen before pushing out 
their fox, but when they did so they fairly 
“flew ” over a grand line of country for two 
miles and to ground in a small quarry at 
Mr. O’Callaghan’s farm at  Ballinvoher. 
Ballywalter did not hold, but from Annes- 
grove gorse we went by the farmyard into 
Annesgrove by the castle gate, and nearly to 
Castletownroche, where our pilot crossed the 
road. Skirting the gorse we went on over 
the Skenakilla road and up the glen towards 
Wallistown. Here hounds crossed the river 
by a natural bridge, a fallen tree, by Mr. 
O' Keeffe’s house and back down by the rivér, 
hounds failing to carry the line into Bally- 
walter. 

From Bawnmore crose roads on Wednesday 
lounds got awav immediately from the covert 
and went over rather a heavy line of country to 
Priory Wood. Having gone right through the 
wood and out towards Newmarket hounds 
turned back and divided in the wood, half 
the pack coming back to Bawnmore and the 
remainder marking a fox at Rosslyre. As it 
took some time to collect hounds the Master 
decided not to draw again. 

From the meet at Pendy’s Cross we had a 
very good day. A fast forty-five minutes 
from Healy’s Brake to begin with, then a 
short hunt on a bad-scenting fox from Nurse- 
town and a good thirty-five minutes from 
Bal.¢gknockin to wind up an excellent day. 
From Healy’s Brake a fox was viewed away 
over the stream, and turned left-hand over 
the road with Nursetown on the right. Going 
up the hill and by Clashmorgan our line was 
to Veary’s Glen, through it and with Old 
Dromore on the right into the big wood. 
Hovnds pushed their fox straight through the 
wood and marked to ground close to Droma- 
hane Schoolhouse. From Nursetown hounds 
hunted slowly towards Carrigcleena and then 
left-handed towards Love’s Glen, but they 
Nothing could be 
from Love's Glen. The first fox from Ballv- 
shore under the Cork road A second one 
went towards Annaleentha, and going. a nice 
line over the old read towards Sullivan's 
hogs, kept towards Burnfort, came back 
across the road and to ground under Mr. 
Dean’s house heside the railway. 

Saturday—Bannagh Cross Our first draw, 
Kilcaskin, held a brace. The hunted one, 
breaking on the western side, ran towards 
Gurteenard, but turned left-hand over the 
road to the bank of the river opposite the 
old castle at Kanturk. He did not cross the 
river, but kept along the bank and was 
marked to ground near Ballymaquirke Bridge. 
From Glenmount a fox was viewed away 
towards Kilcaskin, but turned over the boreen 
and failing to get in at Killavallig. went 
towards Castlemagnier Creamery. Short of 
this our line was right back by the wav we 
came and to ground in the covert at Glen- 
meunt. From Ballyphilip we hunted to 
Knocknacolin, where hounds changed foxes, 


the fresh one going back to Ballyphilip and 
to ground. 


WEXFORD HOUNDS

These hounds met at Rosegarland on last 
Saturday. Scent was poor in the morning, 
and after several circling hunts a good fox 
was eventually foundin Taylorstown. Having 
first run a small ring round the covert, he 


went away parallel to the river and ran’ 


straight to Mullinderry, where he wheeled 
right-handed to Bryanstown. Here hounds 
nearly left us. as the speed was so fast 
across the big fields; then going up through 
Doran's bogs he headed for Newcastle, but, 
changing his mind, he went straight to the 
Rocks of Tinnacarrig, where he just got in 
in front of hounds. It was a very fast hunt 
throughout, hounds never, checking once» the 
time being sixty minutes from when the fox 
finally went away. Hounds’ covered about 
nine miles, bat the point was actually six.

CLUBS TO RECONSIDER 
THE POSITION

The League v. pools 'war” is still on, 
but the end of the fixtures confusion seems 
to be in aight. 

‘If the clubs of the League confirm the 
resolution passed at Leeds yesterday when 
we all meet at Manchester on Monday then 
we shall go back to the original fixtures,” 
declared Mr.-John McKenna, President. of 
the League, yesterday. 

The position is now that, if the clubs so 
desire, when they mee. on Monday they can 
withdraw the mandate given to the League 
Management Committ e on February 20, with 
the result that the fixtures will revert to 
normal on Saturday wee. . March 14. 

Speaking to a reporier,, Mr. McKenna 
pointed out that the Management Committee 
is, and always has been, gaided by the de- 
sires of the clubs. He said that apparently 
the clubs wanted to reverse the decision they 
made at the first meeting in Manchester. 
“ At the first meeting the clubs gave a man- 
date to the Management Committee in re- 
gard to the pools,’’ he said, “and the Com. 
mittee had acted upon it. The clubs cannot 
reverse this decision 2ntil next Monday, and 
then if the clubs withdraw the mandate we 
shall act on those instructions. Throughout 
the whole matter the Committee have merely 
been carrying out the instructions of the 
clubs.’”’ 

Mr. McKenna’s announcement followed the 
receipt by him yesterday of the text of the 
resolution passed by the meeting of the 
League clubs at Leeds. This was sent to him 
by Mr. Howarth, secretary of the League. 
That no meeting would be held before next 
Monday was made quite clear by Mr. F. W. 
Rinder (Aston Villa), a Vice-President of the 
League. ‘‘ There is nothing to call a meeting 
for,” he stated.. “ There is no change in the 
situation so far.” Hé described ._Monday’s 
gathering at Leeds as a “ purely private 
meeting,’ and one that, “except for an ex- 
pression of opinion, has no force at aill.”’ 
“Like Mr. McKenna. he pointed out that the 
clubs had instructed the Management Com- 
mittee to do certain things, which had been 
carried out. ‘‘ Some of the clubs complain of 
being rushed into a decision at the Man- 
chester meeting of February 20.” he declared, 
“so the Management Committee have given 
them another chance by calling a meeting for 
next Monday. Then thev can adhere to their 
previous decision or decide otherwise.” He 
added that few clubs were really dissentient. 
‘“‘Tt-is the fact that they do not know their 
Saturday opponents that worries them.”

Good Defence Worries E ngland

No praise is too high for the Irish XI. for 
the great fight they put up against England 
on Saturday at the Oval, and I think it is 
only fair, before going any further, to offer 
an apology to the trish selectors for my 
rather strong criticism of their. choice a 
couple of weeks ago. 

On one point, however, I was justified, as 
the first haif of the match cn Saturday 
woved; for had Miss Byrne been at centre 
leeward instead of Miss Symes, we would 
probably have led 2-1 at the interval instead 
of being a goal down. The Leinster centre 
forward would never have been found out 
of place on the two occasions when Mrs. 
Blake made such fine openings. However, 
the team as a whole gave a finer display 
than any Irish XI. for a number of years, 
and they are to be heartily congratulated 
on holding such a strong English team up to 
the last ten minutes of the match. 


MISS PARSON'S SKILL 


The match was in the nature of a personal 
triumph for Miss Parsons, the Leinster goal- 
keeper, who was undoubtedly the outstand- 
ing player on the field. Seldom has a visit- 
ing player anywhere received such an 
ovation as that accorded to Miss Parsons on 
Saturday, and certainly every inch of it was 
deserved, as, [ understand from an eye- 
witness, that over twenty probable goals 
were saved by the goalkeeper.
